SHOES BY TH 
GOVERNMENT 


New regulations classifying the 


{grade and price of shoes, will be- 


come effective under the War Indus- 
tries Board ruling on October 31. 

The statement declares that re- 
cently published. wire reports that 
‘the public will soon be able to 
purchase shoes at a fixed minimum 
price, lower than the price now pre- 
vailing. and obtain at the same time 
a better quality,” is misleading and 
incorrect. 

The association points out that 
the report that ‘‘shoes now retail- 
ing for as high as $20 will be sold 
for a minimum of $12” fs unfound- 
ed. It is pointed out that when the 
order prohibiting the cutting of 
leather for shoes takes effect in a 
week that will be an entirely differ- 
ent grade of leather and workman- 
ship. 

The association also declares that 
{n most large stores shoes are sold 
at more than $12 minimum and the 
war board has given dealers unti) 
Fume, 1919, to clear out this stock 
at a nominal profit. 

The scheduled prices of the war 
boarg follows: 

Class A—Best grade high shoes 


for men and women are to be sold 
at from $9 to $12, 

Class B—Shoes of a type suitable 
for business and dress, from $6 to 
$8.50. 

Class C—Shoes for service and 
semi-dress, from $3.50 to $5.50.
